O'Donnell Banned. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—Patrick O'Donnell wai 


banged in Newgate prison at 8 o'clock this morn • 
ing. His neck was broken by the fall, and deatl 
was instantaneous. He remainedJirm and .cheer- 
ful to the last. 


HIS LAST HOUBS. 


He passed a comfortable night and awoke thii i 


morning in a cheerful frame of mind. He wai, 
constantly attended by his spiritual advisers, anc 
was very attentive to their prayers and exhorta- 
tions. At the farewell visit of O'DonnellY 
brother to him Saturday,'the men conversed s 
half hour. O'Donnell gave his brother final in- 
structions regarding certain private matters. 
They spcke in Irish, to prevent the wardens 
from understanding them. O'Dennell declared 
his intention to say on the scaffold that be shot 
Carey and felt no remorse for the act. He" felt 
comforted because the fund which was sub- 
scribed for his defense would be divided among 
his wife and other dependent relatives. He 
died for Ireland and would die like a brave 
man. O'Donnell's brother was desirous of bury- 
ing his body in consecrated ground fcnd was horn 
fled to learn that the remains must be interred 
in the prison yard. 


Victor Hugo, in a letter to the queen, said 


that the quten of England has shown more than 
once ber greatness of heart and he hoped that 
the queen would grant O'Donnell his life and 
accept the unanimous and profound thanks of 
the civilized world. 


THE INQUEST. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—The usual inquest upon 


the body of O'Donnell showed that the face bore 
a calm expression. The head was quite loose 
from the trunk. The rope made a deep inden- 
tation in the neck. The usual verdict was ren- 
dered. Binns, the hangman, was good hnmor- 
edly mobbed by the crowd on leaving Newgate 
prison. He afterwards drove away in a govern- 
ment postal van to escape observation. The 
press association den:es the Central News story 
that the .police bad information that a body of 
invinoiblea had sailed from New York in the 
steamer Assyrian Monarch to attempt to rescue 
O'Donnell or avenge his death. The search of 
the steamer today was in accordance with a 
regular practice of the police upon the arrival 
of any steamer.

Four months' experience rnd a personal loss of 
over f 2,000 cash has convinced the publisher 
and proprietor that there id no field m Bismarck 
for a second daily paper. 
An honest and ear- 


nest endeavor has been made to make the Daily 
Capital a success, but plenty of hard work, ac- 
companied by a heavy financial loss, is a very 
conclusive argument m the present case that 
Biemarck is able to sustain but one daily news- 
paper. The Tribune is an old and ably con- 
ducted paper and has *noh a host of friends that 
it is simply impossible to compete with it. For 
the patronage that it has received, and for the 
many kind words of encouragement, the Capi- 
tal is grateful. Thcse^ who are deeply interested 
in the success of Bismarck and in the past have 
done most for ttoe city, have been the best 
friends of the Capital and will ever be kindly 
remembered.

at 8:05 p. m. and will be distributed, the letters 
within half an hour after its at rival, and the 
papers within three-quarters of an hour. Those 
holding lock boxes will always be able to get 
their mail after the arrival of the train, no mat- 
ter if it does not come until 10 p. m. The gen- 
eral and box delivery will close at 9 p. m., bnt 
those holding lock boxes will be able to secure 
their mail always half an hour later, and often 
until 10p.m. The charge for lock boxes is 25 
cents per month and a deposit of 53 cents for 
each key is required by the government, which 
will be returned when the keys are surrendered. 
Those who nave paid foi call boxes to January 
-1 can now change to lock boxes without addi- 
tional charge except the deposit for keys. The 
price of box rents and keys is fixed by the de- 
partment, and the money collected goes to the 
government—not to the postmaster. 


Persons holding call boxes will be able to see 


if letters have come for them long before the 
delivery is open. Ths price for the call boxes is 
50 cents for three months. 


If any are anxious about their mail, fearing it 


has been misplaced or is liable to be delivered 
by mistake, a note or a postal card to the post- 
master will receive prompt attention, and will 
assist in guarding against errors. All notices or 
complaints should be in writing.

The board caused 
old bridges to be replaced by new and snbstan 
tial ones, which were located at convenient 
points throughout the county, graded roads 
where the improvement was needed, and made 
Bismaick easily accessible to her tributary 
country in every direction. In these and other 
public improvements—including the poor farm 
and buildings—they expended $10,000, and 
although a large license revenue which had pre- 
viously been paid into the county treasury was 
early in their administration diverted into the 
exchequer of the city, the county debt was in- 
creased by only $1,000. It is not the prrpose,«f 
this article to extol the public services of 
Messrs. Neal and Satterlund. Perhaps it's nqae 
of the Times' business. Moreover, the recori 
their operations is filed with Major Fnller, 
will exhibit it at any time to all who may care 
to investigate.

it would seem an opportune t:me to call 


public attention to the importance of devising 
means for beautifying the capital city, and in- 
asmuch as any scheme having such a purpose in 
view should almost of necessity, in order to be 
effective and satisfactory, receive the hearty 
support and co-operation of the entire commu- 
nity, its early agitation becomes a matter of 
prime importance. In an enterprise of tbis kind 
much time is required to effect an organization. 
The short months remaining before the begin- 
ning of spring are scarcely sufficient to e'ffeet it 
and put the proper machinery in operation. 
The work is not temporary and transient^for a 
day, 
but for all time—for which reason every 


step should be fully and carefully considered. 
The site of the city <,f Bismarck possesses many 
natural advantages to become in tr&- near future 
oi e of the most beeutif al cities df the north- 
west, and it only requires a little care and atten- 
tion on the part of its citizens to make it so in 
fait. Naturally individual taste and pride will 
in a short time BUTouni' each home with shade 
trees and shrubbery, 3~et even such efforts can ue 
<;reatiy stimulated by a little encouragement. 
Peihaps it is only neccefsary to Bagaesfi1 how 
much a residence, especially in towns, is ire- 
proved in comfort and appearance—and it may 
bo added, in value, too—by being tastily adorned 
with "hade trees and such shrubs as are usually 
cultivated about them. Such things, I have nq

the banner city, that sweet scented flowers, green 
leaves and refreshing shade are not among the 
last means to which civilized man resorts for 
pleasure and comfort. The spirit of such enter- 
prise is contagious, and once begun, will spread 
throughout the city with great rapidity and a 
twelvemonth will1 produce an aggregate of re- 
sults scarcely to be thought of at this time. 
Tbis is not written in a spirit of criticism—far 
from it—bnt rather to commend what baa al- 
ready been done in the premises and to encour- 
age further effort in the same direction. Nor is 
it, indeed, the end of the subject, as it has an- 
other phase quite as important as the foregoing 
in which there should be a concert of interest 
and of action. I refer to the matter of a pub- 
lic park within the city, and concerning that 
subject I solicit a moment's consideration of the 
following suggestions. A moment's reflection 
can scarcely fail to demonstrate fully the neces- 
sity and advantage of such an enterprise, and 
the sooner the place for it is selected, and the 
appropriation made, the more easily it con be 
done. 


It ia an established fact that Bismarck is to 


become, at a very early day, a large and pop- 
ulous city. And when it is remembered that it 
is already the capital, of a large and fertile terri- 
tory that is soon to become a state, of which it 
will be the capital also, second to none in the 
union, what justification can be found for the 
neglect ot so plain a duty? I realize that it is 
a great work to found a city—much greater than 
is supposed at first flash—and that failure is 
most often the reward of thot.e who attempt it. 


T realize also that the progenitors of Bis- 


marck have straggled bard and faithfully in the 
face of many discouragements, to lay the foun- 
dation of the banner city brood and deep, and 
how well they have succeeded its present pros- 
perity clearly attests. To the energy and per- 
serverance that have achieved BO much let all 
commendation be accorded. Bnt it should be 
remembered that in such a work there is no 
stopping place—no period of refit—once the
